Nbtioe afaould be takea of the two 
photographic panoramaa cf Sydney, 
which not only convoy an all autlioioiit 
idea of the oxtuut of ^ho city and its 
beautiful situation, but alio ita glorioua 
atid pictureaque bay, shut out from the 
PaoiUo lea by islanda and walls of ruok, 
ooYered with the habitatioaa of man, each 
•UTrnciided by an earthly paradise of 
trcf.'i, |.-M.i.. ;n''. ":iwerB. llotany Buy 
is kLtU UDii-Diated for its besutieo ir. 
the dava when Captain Cook first gavo it 
thil nt.uie. It was onoe the rocept.ncle of 
English oonvicts; it is now aa grout a ro- 
aort of holiday-makers as Kew or Ilioh- 
mond, and more beautiful than either. 
The relics which are exhibited of Captain 
Cook should be'well noticed, because they 
are the only records which remain to us 
of what the aborigines at the time of his 
Vfiit " tefi) capable of aooompliahing in 
the fine arta. Much interest will doubt- 
less be evoked by the photographs of tho 
New Sooth Wales continyeiiL to tho war 
in the Soudan. It is a very fine group of 
herosoal men, with fair and manful fea- 
tnrei. ' The b^irds, butterflies, fishes, silk 

' worm coooona, and mouDted fluwera, in- 
dicate the beauty and Bweetneas of the 
eliraate which produced them. The snakes 
and reptiles also tell their own talo. ><'ew 
South Woies is groat in wool, ^jold, and 
other metala; but ita di«t.ngui8hing fo.i- 
ture is coal. It not only sends much of 

. this commodity to all the other colonies, 
taoatly for shipping, machine shopa, and 
mnufaotoriea, but to Java, India, E^^ypt, 
ana Oaliforaia aa well. Not very long 
ago all these markets ware exclusively 
ours for the sale of our own black dia- 
monds. 

riOTORIA 

comes next. It is an offshoot from New 

South Wales, and thinks itsulf much tho 
superior of all tho other cuk/iiicB. In tho 
exhibition ahe certainly takes the pro- 
emiaenca in the one thing which marks 
its charaoteristio feature— namely, Rold. 
The colonial government has constructed 
an archway of barbaric splendor to re- 
present the amount of this precious metal 
which it has picked out of tho dirt diir- 
during the p.isi thirty yoara of its exint- 
enoo. It is a va«t sum — at least 210 mil- 
lion pounds sterling. There are two 
pyramids of biscuits, piles uf rope, twine 
and mats; pottery from Hendiijo; billiard 
tabloB, leather, wool, limber aiul fancy 
woods; woollen's, mon'ii hats and wo- 
n)ail's muffs; aaddlory, boots and ahoen, 
iroDinongery and brassery, jowulry and 
much grain. But its boaat is tlMt it ia 
the land of g,old. There ia a good show 
of fishes, birds, butterfliea, beetleo and 
moths. Victoria aloo bring" forth aiiakvs, 
but noaa of these havo shown up. Hunin 
thoughtful people will notice tho photo- 
graphs of the atudonts of Trinity Uulloj^o 
in the Dnivereily of Melbourne, in their 
oharsotera from the "Rudons" of Plautus, 
and thiuk that these speak of more en- 
during riohos than the gold archway. 
., ^ Others will nut fail to notice tho atmriij- 
' inal camp, and ask with wonder if tho 
modern people of the land of gold have 
made life sweeter fur these dark brethren 
for their living in it. Thorn aro also some 
good pictures of tho natives of New 
Guinea; for thero wan a tinio not loiii; 
ago when the gold mongers of Vicloria 
took groat intereut m that vast ialaiul, 
and thought of going there to grow aut;ar, 
buy land, aud find more gold, if thiu 
might be, but the matter has since 
b«en dififereutly arranged. 

SOUTH AUSTBALIA 

has a fine show and well deserves atten- 
tion; all the more that its industriea aro 
of a more lowly kind, its exhibits more 
gSDuinely natural, and everything about 
It osrries a graceful modoety, drosaed in 
quiet manners. Its gateway of copper is 
■'a much i^.-TB tJleaaing aight than the 
osody gold arch, or the "fustru-.n" of its 
neighbors. We aro by no moans grate- 
ful to South Australia for seiiding^us its 
copper. We could have done Very" well 
without it, and sho hav*o suffered no loss 
ii.<n: by keeping it ti" 't wanted; but tho 
-'"'■-riches of the world ore for all who have 
' lotfoieDt|wlt and industry^ to gather 



them, aud wo must not >;oraplsin. Still, 

the beautiful furs, the ingora goats, Ihe 
camels, tho pons of moriiio ahcop, the 
delightfully aiuipla log house in tho buah 
— to say nothing of tho photottraphs of 
private residences, remarkably good, the 
wine and oil, the wool and corn, speak 
peaceably to a'l i&d m&be lia Wiah that 
the South Australians had never soiled 
thoir hands with forginf; metals, or min- 
gled with thoir pastoral purauits tho vul- 
gar grime of trade. The souno ou the 
Ilivqr Murray ia very well executed. Wo 
are thankful for it, bacauao it is to bo 
supposed that South Australia would not 
have aent us these portraits of its native 
inhabitants unless it was quite pleased 
with the manner iu whioh it has behaved 
to them.

oomos with a good grace. It Ims for a 
long time sulVerod with a bud roj)utation. 
It had no gold, and nobody cared for a 
i British colony whoro this delightful 
thing WHS not ready at hand, to be picked 
up for tho stooping; auch- a colony waa 
only tit to ein[jty convicts into, i*nd so it 
haa, for years, ao to apeak, been under a 
oloud. SVealorii Auatralia him shown 
that the black fellow haa not only a soul, 
but a mind that can be trained to tlio 
uaeful and tho good. fhe colony lias at 
length found gold. Tho amount aent ua 
to look at ia not nimintKiiioiis, but it ia 
sufficient, and great hr^pea aro (nitor- 
tained that soon |jopulation will follow 
The treaauroa of the deep will l»o further 
developed, awd pearl diving will bo re 
vived. The luother-of-pearl lr<>phy ia 
barbaric to look at, but rnpre.%ent8 much 
raoro than is seen. Tho £10,000 peari, 
beaidea being a peari of great price, ia 
very pretty. So are the native woods, 
and of groHt value are the barl;B fur tan- 
ning, tho Pelican akiiiK, the dried fruim, 
tho native wuapmia, the mouiiteil Hnwors, 
the wheat and flour, wool, and rainorala 
of copper, lead and iron, the boHtles and 
confectionery, and ihe nover nlmeiit boots 
and shoes tell vivid talea that iiiAy well 
give us pain, as much as pi niauro. Tho 
photographs are of threat use. 

Q1TBENBLAMD, 

like Yictoria, is an ofTshoot of New South 
AVales. It is the youngest of the Australias, 
bat can orow aa loudly aa any Aiiatraliau 
cook that over rniHcd itn voice to welcomo 
tho Hun. It o.vhibita what it oallrfa"fiiM- 
truiu," which repronont.s iu Hoalo tba 
araouut of gold which it has dug out of the 
bowels of i.iio earth. It xti i\ good round 
Hum. It prido.s itself on itn hugiir, but ia 
wiaely mnto on how it reaps its harvest of 
this Bweet commodity. There is uot n 
sugar-field in North Quoeusland that Imn 
not been enriched by the blood and bonoH 
of kidnapped South Sea Islanders. But 
that iufamoua trafBo is now for ever stop- 
ped. That it should ever have existed aud 
coutiuned, bh it did for a score of years, is 
erplaiuod b}- the amount of gold wljioh wa.-. 
ready to bo piekeil up — not mrrcly in that | 
ooUmy, but in Victoria. For Victoiimi ! 
private capitaliMts wijrc intimately concern- i 
ed in the malignant dovelopinont of the | 
Queensland slave trade. The trouble i-i not | 
quite disposed of, for we hear that the 
Hugar-produciug part of this colony is peti- 
tioning the imperial Koverument for pcx; 
nuBKion to beparate iiseif from the South. 
It will be a grave disaster to humanity if 
this petition be gruutod. We shall got 
more fiugar, but at a coat which all the Ain- 
tralian gold is insufBciout to represent. The 
uatnral richt-n of the colony nr« well repre- 
sented at South Kensington. liuildinij 
stones, marbles, granites aud free stouos, 
are abundant. There is much copper, tin, 
and very beautiful opals, to say nothing of 
coffee and preserved lueuts. There is ubuu- 
dance of coal aud cedar wood. The fibres 
from the Brisbane district aro very strikiug, 
BO is the wheat from Darling Downs, and 
ao are the woolens from Ipswich. In parts 
of this colony the climate is delicious ; tho 
Victoria liegina grows in tho open air, ^o 
does the snpurb iiml loiigiiiticcut Jsgaraiula, 
HO do all the fruits of the earth, luid nil its 
floworB. The Hpeciniens of mnvict w?rk 
from tho eHtublishmeiit nt Muri iun 15ay is 
not a ideasuut bight foi sore oyeii. But the 
specimens of the work of tlie school chil- 
dren aro delightful to look upon. Indeed, 
Queensland is a mixture of good and bad 
together, like tho mingled web of our hu- 
man life — only tho bad is painfully ap- 
parent. Tho photographs of the publi.: 
buildings, aud Other works. of art, shc- 
that the Queeuslanders have much to go 
through before they oau lawfully boast of 
possessing the i>i,n'. of all huiuim possofi- 
sions. Tho farn-houBO is very beautiful. 
But the oil picture of the Queensland Pre- 
mier is not, 

ia a totally dilturent colony to all the oth- 
ers. Tho white terrace of ilotoiu.iliMia is 
a picture uf fairyland. The models uf the 
arti7.:ina and gentleman's dwellings in 
Auckland are very suggestive. The tim- 
bers are remarkable, and as finely tattooed 
aa the Maori king. Auckland sends somo 
exc'llent furniture, made from ()uaint 
woods. Also iiBpociinori of wroughl-iron 
work, in tho form of a fuchsia, which sur 
passes, anything of tho kind that Coiil- 
brook dale ever produced. Otagn sends 
[)Ottery — Kai Apui and other pliicoa wool- 
lens. Ciiiiterhury , flax, ropea and olieose. 
Uunodin aends line braaswork. All the 
agricultural samples aro good; so aro the 
fealhor-wurk and tho feather boies, tuo 
paintings, the shell war truniputa, the 
stern-posts of native war canoes, the 
model of a Maori store house, the mats, 
the birds, and butterfliea. Tho metala 
aro gold, copper, and fitar antiinony, wiih 
coal, of courae; ivliilii tlioro are Btninge 
akolotona of organic life which onrry iin 
back through tho countloaa ages nf time 
Tho feni-honse is the most beautiful and 
varied of all those houses. The great 
blue shark, the great rib'ion fiili. and the 
great Ooi I pua tell iir sib ;il;iii:ly from 
where the ancient MicrieB g'i| tlioir dca- 
m na as tho full grown o u-n tclU us hum 
where tho Bnti.im of the .South got their 
stature and strength The maps are very 
good; and although New Zo>iland niny 
well have oocupied more space, and given 
I B a more iinjiresaive sssnrtraent of go- d.-, 
ahe more than holds her own in th>! New 
World wiiioh wo now call wi'h an indis- 
putable appropriateness the Greater Bri- 
tain. ' The last, latest, but not the least 
of these colonies is 

riji, 

the most interesting of all, for the reason 
that here is one colony wbiofafii made to 
do its appropriate work; the regret, in that 
the workers aro so ffw. The otdy craft 
represented is that nf tho anciei't. an'' 
honorable potter. Sugar making ia c 
ooari* a trade, and is at keenly pursued 



as retail grocery, but perhaps not with 
equal moauncjs, still the oompotitioa is 
very hot, all the mure that tho labor ques- 
tion is a difficult problem. Here is also 
grown fine ooflfee, tobacco, tea, chillies, 
sago, arrowroot, rice, cinnamon, mace, 

nutmegs, and ginger. Nuts of all sorts, 

includins ooooa-nutB, fro.ni which ooines ^1 A "D'Ss' ^^TTU 
the copra, from which conies much oil, \TXiVsOIiiIji iflj \j \j JimJEI 

also cinchona, crotnn oil seeds, and ban- 
ana vinegar, no doubt soon to be followed 
by banana flour, There are buttertiius of 
lovely plumage to bear testimony to the 
poaooful, sunny oliraate, fine woods, mai/.o 
cobs a foot long and six inches round the 
base;. 'The native weapons, the mats, and 
the merino wools, depict a life at onoe 
necessary, uaoful and pleasant, in which 
there ia no lack of energy, courage and 
heroism. Indeed it ia imposaiblo tor any 
thoughtful man to walk theae aisles, 
courts, corridors, and quadrants* of art 
and industry, and not see that the history 
of the-wtirld ia buing re-written, not in 
letters of blood, but iu peaoeful characters 
for tho most part.

Ediniiuhoh, June 21.— Gladstone ad- 
dressed anuther largo and enthusiastio 
meeting here to-day, In the oourno of 
his spaouh ho said it was irksome to al- 
ways be compelled to speak of Ireland, 
but this was due to the toriea, who block 
e& the way so that his government oould 
not get rid of the question and proceed to 
the other Viusinoas of the empire. Ky de- 
nied having oliPi^rod Mr. Sexton when tho 
Iniler I'ollowod Mr. Chamberlain in tho 
debate on tho home rule bill, .ind taunted 
him with being ambitious to be mayov of 
Birmingham. The premier reiterated his 
demand upon the Marquis of Salisbury 
and Earl Carnarvon to answer the ques 
tioiiB ho asked of them last Friday night, 
and said ho tliouglit that Mr. Goachen, 
formerly a liberal minister, would now 
make a good tory candidate. Continuing, 
'he said that he did not complain of the 
secession of Lord Hartington and Mr. 
Bright, who were but a small fraotton of 
tho iiborai party. The land purchase bill 
was applicable at the time when ha in- 
troduced it to tho house of commons; but 
it had failed to receive tho nuppnrt uf 
Lord Hartington and others. He did 
not think England and Scotland received 
It HO favorably as they received the home 
rule bill.: If they oontinued in offioe th« 
cabinet, would carry out their home rule 
piogrammo with due regard to thoit ob- 
ligalioiia. 'J'liey desired to secure local 
self government for Ireland with perfect 
security to the imperial government. He 
had never, hu declared, oonoealed his 
ideas from the country. 

It is not often in the history of coun- 
trios that such opportunities arise.

Hon.S Diii'k (who was received with 
applause) said khat ho was a^'aui a caiidi 
date for tho honor oxtended hini in the 
past Ho had devoted hia beat ondeavora 
to the welfare of the province and district. 
Doubtleaa the government had sins to an- 
swer foi ; and it would be Strange if, kuow 
iiik; tho imperfections of mankind, it wore 
otluirwi.so.

'I'ltt' n.umljiM- o( .s('1i()oIk ami churoh-'H would 
evince tho reipiiroiueiita of our inoroa-iiui^ 
populatiou. This held jiood iil!.-o in rur;ard 
to the new bunk, theatre, Uotnlauiid .stores. 
Dwelling houses reared their heads iu every 
<iaarter; and i( it were not for tho Ohinese 
evil — now happily lessening — British Co- 
lumbia would be the one prosperous prov- 
ince of the federation. The cause for all 
this it was difficult to believe was duo to the 
incapacity of tho prcsi/nt oovrtrimiant, as 
would 1x1 .satisfactorily soon when thu 
ballots having been cuniitcd would short- 
that the govorniuonl rotuinod the putjlic 
support. (Applausu.) lie rootett^:',! t!i;it 
tho opposition organs should be so bittor, 
so uUHcrupulotis and ho untruthful, lie 
attributedthislo a jeiilouay of thoirucighborn 
which prompted them lo ahare uuivorsnl 
ruin than see others prosper out of pro- 
portion to themselves. [Applause] The 
policy of tlie present government had 
been productive of banMlioial results, and 
ho thought that the youn,^est of its op- 
ponents would not live to see theniselves 
injured by it. Some of tho opposition 
claimed that the government had given 
away the lands; but they had occupied 
office under exceptional circumstances. 
They had exchanged, not given »wuy. 
lauds reserved by their pre<loco8sora for 
railway purposes, and wero p.»rted with 
in accordance with this object. Tliat ob- 
ject, which other governments h.id failed 
to accomplish, had been attained. The 
present government had not only secured 
the Island railway construction, sale of 
land to settlers to ^1 an acre, but had om 
ployed jiuidea to locate .settlers oij railway 
lands, With regard to the Peace river 
land grant ho niiylit say that ouf luil 
lion acres of laud within tho maiiilmid 
railway belt had been alibautod and to 
this auantity the Dominion government 
had been entitled. Tho lands within the 
bob wero •vorth fro 00 an acre, and a.i 
the 3,600,000 acres of Peace nvjr htuls 
were not worth more than $1 00 an acre 
to this province, by the excbauge British 
Columbia had benefitted. As to the 
labor iiioveinent ho >voald say that if ho 
could not prove himself f..vorably iticlinod 
to the workingmeu he hoped ho would not 
be elected. It was to draw tho linn of 
e(|ual justice to all; but he might say 
other things being equal, ho believed in a 
high rate of wages — a foir day's pay for a 
fair day's work. Security, protection and 
liberty of the person wore the first, planks 
in the platform of a free man, and noth- 
ing should bo able *y do(jrivo him of i 
tle e. It was well known that | 
fcir all the enjoyment of ! 
oivilizition thoy wero indebted to labor — i 
mental and physical. There should be no I 
cheating in the exch-tngo of labor for | 
m(Uiey, and every mm c luld be a capi- i 
tiliat lu a small 'Aav by the protection af- ■ 
forded him by the law in hia right to ac- ■ 
quire wealth. He believed in a luairs ' 
wages being sufHcient to enable him to lay 
up savings above the expense of living; 
but if the rate of wages was so high as to 
leave no prolit to capital, it would pro- 
duce Htagnation--t)ocau5e nothing would 
be unaertaken unions absokilely necessary. 
An equalization of wages could be ob- 
tained by the capital of one country pro- 
ducing manufactures at prices which 
would undoracll those of other countries 
Uo thoot;he Htrikcs ii.lniical equally to 
tint atrikera as to ompkyors: but ho 
thought workingmen bed is groat 
a right to alriko as capitalists had 
CO combine end create a corner 
on artiolen of food (applauae.) 
It sometimes happened that in strikes 
unscrupulous persons could bo fi'Uriil to 
take advantage of the p.iaHiijna ui their 
fellow men and lead them on to ap illa- 
tion. Tho v,-orkingraou struck tu oiiiain 
the noceaaariea of life, while capital was iii 
a manner independent, — never being driv- 
en to poverty and want — which could rot 
bo said of labor. He thought eight hnirp' 
labor should constitute a day's work. 
(Loud applaiiKO ) An unnatural mrain of 
muscles beyond power of rocuperation waa 
productive of premature decay. Believing 
in the eight hours movement ho|had iiitro- 
fliH-od a bill lH»Hening tho present leugth of 
a day's work; but the bill had been defeat- 
ed under the impression that it would be 
u constitutional. From the colonial sec- 
rotary of Queensland he had reooired 
the following: — 

"Bin: I have the honor to acknow- 
ledge the receipt of your letter of tho 15th 
I May laal requestitig to be furiiiahed with 
a cojiy of the (.'noenalanil ui^'ht hour act, 
and to inform you that there is no 
act of i)arlianiont, rogulating the hours 
of labor in force iu tliis colony; wlioii: al- 
though eight houra coustituto the oidinnry 
working day, such arrangement exiata Hini- 
ply by mutnftl agreement among the luoii, 
who calebrnto the buccobs of the eight bonrs 
movemont by an anuiiid picnic held ou 
March iHt." '( Applau.so.) 

The system appeared to have given sa'iH- 
faction, and if the not worked well iu 
l^ueenslaud ho could not Heo why it could 
not bo brought about here in a similar way; 
ftud if eUotcd ho wmild devote hifi best 
efl'orts to promote tho interests of ovory 
clasB without fear aiiu without injury to 
any. (Applan.se.) With regard to lluauoes, 
a pamphlet had been published by tho gov- 
ernment and circulated throughout th<i 
province showing tho str.to of tho rovernin 
of tho proviuoe in refutation of the mislead- 
iug and ailly statemouts of the opjiosition 
and their organs, who had attempted to 
Bhov that the dctioit at the end of Decorn- 
ber last was ;?2iM),liOO.

the sight of "dggera," and their vivid 
imagiuatlouB .^ifoaravhave gone on increaa- 
ing the dflRoit. ' It had been the ■ policy of 
tho govorumcnt that their expenditure 
should eiooed their ordinary revcnna.. Ilftd 
they kept the drydook refund rusting in the 
vawlta of tha treasury while roads and 
bridge.s, were out of repair, gaols wore 
rotten iind the criminal classes laughing at 
tho law and creditors asking for payment, 
they would have been justly eonsorable and 
deserving of being hurled trom office. 
(Loud applause.) Tho money had beau an 
aoumulatiou of capital which had been 
saved from df-struction by former mismau- 
agomont.

Edinburgu, June 19. — In his speech 
to night, referring to Lord Hartin^- 
ton, his former colleague, Gladritoi.e 
aaid: "Lord Hartington, three years 
ago, opposed all concessioas to Ireletbd 
in the matter of local governiuout until 
a fundamental change anr! penitential 
reformation in the conduct of the frish 
members shonld have come about. The 

. Irish have tnoved in the wrong direc- 
tion, bat Lord Hartmgton has moved 
towards them. He no' longer talks of 
the gradual progress, but in his adress- 
es certain powers, no ', mentioned, are 
to be delegated to ceitain bodica, tbe 
numbers of which arfi unknown. Cham- 
berlain proposed a year ago the estab- 
lishment of an Irish central council, 
with large administrative power. At 
the beginning of 1S8G, Chamberlain 
went further and advocated a largo 
scheme of federation. Ho next pro- 
pounded, during the sauio sesHion, an 
extron^iely small scheme for provincial 
Irish councils, cutting national aspira- 
tions into quarters, like a man used to 
to be hanged, drawn and quartered. 
[Ch >ers and laughter. J Chamberlain 
dies up like a lurk, or low like ii hwhI- 
low before a shower, accortliiig to tiic 
suggestions of liis te'Miiir.g brain." 

In conclusion Glad-itone said: Loul 
Salisbury may deny that he advocated 

^ coercion, but his own words and acia 
prove that he did. Ho vainly ei> 

•deavors to escape, but he in caught in 
a net, wherein lie is iuextricably foil- 
ed. His oilier alternatives are sinii>ly 
quick.sauds, ever slipping, ever varish- 
ing. Don't gentlemen, don't stand upon 
those quicksands, however imposingly 
named. There are only two policies be- 
fore the country, and it remains with 
you to decide between them. Retlect, 
each one of yoa, in the name of 
raighty God — each one iu the sanctuary 
of his chamber, in the sanctuary of his 
Heart, his soul, what it is in this year 
1886, after nearly a century of con 
tiniipd ccorcion, becoming weaker and 
less effective as we go along, repudiated 
by a large majority of the Irish mem- 
bers — what it is to propose coercion as 
an alternative to local government." 
[Oheers.] 

. At the end of his speech a vote of 
confidence in Gladstone was carried 
unanimously, amid great enthusiasm. 

Lekd.s, .U:nc \ — Enormous crowds 
awaited ihc uriiva! of Lord Salisbury 
and clieere 1 liiiii loudly. The hall was 
packed, their being 5,000 persons pres- 
ent.. ITully double that number of tick- 
eta hud been applied for, 

Salisbury began hia address by stat- 
ing that in moat cases of an appeal to 
the tribunal of the people, there was 
a cause with an antagonist to defend it. 
"But now," said the ajjeakci, "wq have 
a very living and vigorous antagonist 
defending a very shadowy, immaterial 
and unsubstantial cause. There was 
a bill, but it is dead and baa been aban- 
doned by its own parents, and nothing 
has been proposed to replace it." The 
speaker declared that he was always of 
the opinion that an Irish Legislature 
was impracticable and that an attempt 
to establish one would prove disas 
trous to England. The statement that 
the Conservative Cabinet had ever en- 
tertained a proposal to institute an 
Irish Legislature was entirely without 
foundation. Salisbury witilicd to aa 
sure Parnell and Gladstone that, "wn 
were never nearer th»i doctrine of Iriali 
legislation than we are to-day." Enter- 
ing into an argument aa to what con 
Btitutes coercion, the speaker remarked, 
"we may say that criminal !a'.v is a'l 
coercion. If Gladstone is opposed to it, 
wo must presume that ho tjympatlii.ies 
with the criuiinals figainsi whom eflbrl.s 
are being made (cheers). Our coercion, 
which he denounces, was directed 
against robbery, murtler, mutilation, 
terrorism, and a system of organized 
intimidation that made life bitter to 
thousands of innocent pi^rsons. Eng- 
land Ryui))a'liiz('d iieH|ily and rightly 
with the eliorts of Greece and Italy to 
obtain independence, but they were 
large bodies of men speaking with a 
single voice, but in Ireland we have a 
quarter to a third of the whole popu- 
lation aboluti.'ly opjjosed to the residue 
u])on this identical (jucstioii. The 
Catliolic.M and Protestants, both in Eng- 
land autl abroad, work tuj,"thor in tin- 
ity in behalf of civilization. Di-piMid 
upon it roligiouB bigotry has iitile to 
do with the matter. ^If the protest 
nnls have shown their deejj, entlirall- 
in;^ interest in the matter, it is because 
they know by experience that their 
dearest interests are invoU'ed. They 
know they will have to meut a terrible 
enemy. They have an undying recol- 
lection of their long hereditary feuds-" 
Salisbury said that Englishmen 
should bear in mind the point that the 
measures they are invited to support 
have not the principle of (i.nality, but 
by their nature coniilitulc a greasy 
slops whereon Ireland may slide to the 
perfect separation which is the end the 
Farnellites mean to obtain.

• Parliament has ,;a38ed a coinage bill. 
The bill makes United States gold coin 
tho standard of value, with Hawaiian 
silver legal tender up to $10. But no 
other silver j,coiu has money functions 
in large or small amounts. Foreign sil- 
ver coins can only l.'e used at bullion 
vhIuo. The eil'ect of thii. >vill be to con- 
fiue the silver circulation of the King- 
dom to the Kalakaua coinage.
